Another time he w*as 
arrested and paraded before a group 
of detective# with faces muffin 
that the victim could not recognize 
them. 
Again he was discharged. 
On 
bis third arrest he was simply held 
overnight in a cell wMth some tough 
characters 
and 
discharged 
in 
the 
morning. 
Justice Gaynor makes the 
point that there is no w arran t in law 
for 
placing 
Duffy's 
picture 
in 
the 
rogues’ gallery, since he never has 
been convicted of any offense, and 
that his repeated arrests are evidences 
of cruel and tyrannical disposition on 
the part of the police 
It is easy to 
be seen that if Duffy Is an innocent 
man, all the persecution under which 
he Her suffered tends to make him a 
dishonest one 
His natural tendency 
would be to give up the fight and be­ 
come a thief, as the police say he is 
If he is already a secret criminal, 
the police appear to be playing a poor 
game in arresting him so often with. 
out any proof against him. 
They sim­ 
ply make the public believe the stories 
t h a t are told of police tyranny. 
The 
Duffy case has been made the basis 
pf charges of misconduct a g iln st Po 
lice Commissioner Hingham and may 
be the cause of his dismissal 
Bing 
ham is the man w ho recently demand 
ed an enormous appropriation for the 
establishment of a secret 
police In 
New York, on the ground that the per 
sonnel of THI present force oT uni 
formed and plain-ciothes men was so 
well known to the criminal classer 
that It was powerless to cope with 
them. 
The Duffy case may give a 
faint idea of what a secret police, with 
unlimited power of arrest, detention 
and secret examination, mught accom 
pl lib toward Russianizing the United 
States.

New ** ii r fm-l ii (j for linmU, 
The New York Highway Commission, 
after investigation, has 
decided 
to 
adopt a new method of surfacing Im­ 
proved roads which, it is claimed, Im­ 
parts superior resiliency, makes the 
roads more durable, and practically 
abolishes the dust nuisance. 
This Is 
accomplished by the use of what Is 
called a bituminous binder, which re­ 
sists the disintegrating effects of con­ 
stant traffic and prevents the forma 
lion of dust. 
The first cost Is a little 
more than that of the present method 
of construction, but the Increase will 
be saved subsequently by the reduc­ 
tion in expenditures for repairs. 
The 
rapid deterioration of th** surfacing of 
Improved 
roads 
is partly, but not 
wholly, due to the vast increase In the 
USM of automobiles 
Their number will 
he greater every year, and the Im­ 
prov'd roads should be constructed in 
view of that fait. —Rochester Deruo- 
crat-Chronicle.

CURING T H E LYNCHING HABIT. 
A 


NEW cure for the lynching habit Is now 
I 
being tried out. 
It consists In h a d i n g the 
I 
sheriff responsible, an d removing him from 
■ 
office when he fails to exercise due watch 
fulness and care to prevent sessions of 
Judge Lynch’s court within his Jurisdic 
tion. 
The Supreme Court of Alabama 
has recently confirmed the removal of the sheriff of Mo 
bile County for his failure to take precautions against a 
lunching. 
It was shown that he had timely warning of 
the affair, but that he made no preparations to resist, 
and. on the contrary, went home early. 
Justice Simp­ 
son. in handing down the opinion, said: 
"If the law is 
right, mob law is wrong, and must be stopped lf there 
> to be maintained the institution of government in a 
free country.” 
Other Southern communities have awakened to the 
evils that stalk in the train of mob rule. 
The delin­ 
quent sheriff of Nashville is now threatened with court 
punishment, while a Texas county has started proceed­ 
ings against its sheriff. 
On the other hand, sheriffs who 
do their duty are beginning to find strong support in 
the law-abiding majorities of their counties. Mobs make 
much noise and gather large crowds. 
But it is seldom 
that they represent the real sentiment of the communi­ 
ty. 
Sheriff Van Pelt of Pensacola. Fla., killed two men 
and wounded three others— personal friends, they were 
too— in his efforts to prevent the lynching of a negro 
prlr.oner last 
July. 
In the following November his 
course was Indorsed by reelection with 1,200 maiorlty 
it is an encouraging Indication of growing respect for 
th * law in the South that weak or complaisant sheriffs 
are to be held responsible for lynchings they might have 
prevented.—Minneapolis Journal

I have been advertis­ 
ing and searching for m onths for a 
girl or woman for general housework 
Our work is not heavy. 
We have ev 
erythlng possible in the way of labor 
saving devices. 
I am willing to pay $4 
a week with board and room. 
We 
want help. Just plain, ordinary men 
and women, who will work ten hours 
a day and do what they are told to do 
They don't even have to think for 
themselves. 
And I am 
stating 
the 
case of practically all 
the 
farmers 
around here. 
There Is plenty of work 
with good wages and low expenses in 
OU: 
little village here for at least 
twenty-five of the ‘unemployed.’ 
“I believe, moreover, that the case 
is very nearly the same all over the 
country outside of the cities and man 
ufacturlng centers. 
Everywhere young 
men and women are rushing to the 
towns to take positions at the same 
wages as the country offers, with Bv 
lng expenses more than doubled.
